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Home Page Plus! Setup 



Would you like to have a virtual friend greet you with the text of your choice every time 
you launch your web browser, or visit your current home page? 

Home Page Plus adds a floating window with a virtual friend to your home page. 
As you surf, the friend will continue to read, whether or not he is visible. Whenever you 
click on [Home] he will come back. If you get tired of him, simply click the small X in 
his upper-right-hand corner and he will disappear. Note: For now, you may select only 
one friend, but in the future you will be able to select several. 

Simply follow these 5 easy steps: 

Step 1 : Tell us where your current home page is located. 

The easiest way to do this, if you know the address of your home page, is 
to type it directly into the box below.

If you don't know it or where to find it, follow these easy steps: 



If you use Internet Explorer , click the Tools menu, then click 
Internet Options. In the General tab, you will find the URL 
address of your home page. It should be highlighted already 
If it's not, double-click the address to highlight it. Then, right- 
click the text, and select Copy from the menu. Then click the 
[Cancel] button to clear the internet options window. Right- 
click the address box above, and select Paste. 

If you use Netscape Navigator , click the Edit menu, then 
click Preferences. On the Navigator page, you should see 
the address for your home page. Double-click the address to 
highlight it. Then, right-click the text, and select Copy from 
the menu. Then click the [Cancel] button to clear the prefer- 
ences window. Right-click the address box above, and select 
Paste. 
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Step 2 : Choose which page you want to appear with your home page.

Step 4 : Change your home page address 

** If you use Internet Explorer , click the Tools menu, then click Internet 
Options. In the General tab, you will find the URL address of your 
current home page. Just below it, click the [Use Current] button. You 
should see:
